In accordance with the federal Inflation Reduction Act of 2022, the Illinois Department of 

Healthcare and Family Services (HFS or Department) is providing notice that Medicaid and 

Children’s Health Insurance Program (CHIP) coverage and payment of approved adult 

vaccinations recommended by the Advisory Committee on Immunization Practices (ACIP) are 

required without cost sharing effective October 1, 2023.   

 

The Department estimates this policy to be cost neutral. The proposed change is subject to 

approval by the federal Centers for Medicare and Medicaid Services and may be modified or 

revised during the approval process. 

 

Any interested party may submit questions or comments concerning these proposed changes in 

reimbursement methods and standards.  All questions or comments must be submitted in writing 

within thirty (30) days of the publication date of this notice and addressed to:
